It is oꝛdeyned anno. i. P. vi.ca.ii. that all ſtatus 
tes and oꝛdinances, made ſoꝛ purueiours —

to cauſe them. iii. tymes in the yere to be pꝛoclay-

of. xl. s. and witbm, excepte be payde ſoꝛth with: 
it is oꝛdeyned anno.ii..vi.ca.viii.that if any pur 
beyour, byer, oꝛ taker dyd other wyſe, it ſbuld be 
tefull foꝛ any tbe kynges ſubiectes to reſyſt them, 
t in no wyſe ſuſſre tbem to make ſucbe purueyan⸗ 
ces: «tbe couſtables / tytbyngman, æ chefe plerge 
of villages to be aſſiſtyng to the poſſeſſour oꝛ ſyller 
df ſucbe thynges, if tbey be — — tberto, on 
peyne to yelde the value of the tbynges taken, to 
tbe partie greued. And that no officer of the kyn« 
es, on peyne to loſe. .li. balfe to the kynge, and 
alfe to bym that wyll ſue, cauſe to arreſt, vexe, 02 
emplede any of the kynges ſubiectes, in any of the 
kynges courtes; fot ſuche retcininges . And Juſti⸗ 
ces of peace in euery ſbere haue power to enquere,

ges to the partye playntife, if tbe defendqunt be 
duely conuicte: and tbe defendant ſball anſwere 
witboute ayde of the kynge .. And in ſuche actions 
proces to be made as in wꝛytte of treſpas agaynſt 
tbe peace. And this oꝛdynance to be expreſſed in 
pourueyours commyſſyons. And tbis oꝛdynance

Aud if the ſayde mayꝛe, ſ W 
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ſtables, and other officers before named do the con 
trarye,tbattbantbey ſ hall forfayte. xx. ſi. tbe one 
balfe to tbe kyng,and the other balfe to the party, 
of whom ſucbe thynges were taken, if be wyll ſue 
ſoꝛ bit by action of dette, in wbicbe ſute tbe defen- 
dantſbal nat wage bis lawe.

And be that batb nat to the value of .xl.s. lyue - 
lode, ſhall be ſwoꝛne to baue faur gyſarmes, a 
ſwoꝛde, and other ſmalle weapons. And he that 
batb nat to the value of . xx. markes in goodes / a 
ſpegre,

ſpeare,a ſwo:de, and other ſmalle weapons. And 


all otber that maye baue; ſball haue bowes and 


growcs. Out of the ſoꝛeſte and within tbe foꝛeſte 
bowes and pillettis. And that tbe ſayde armours 
and weapons be ſecn and vicwed cucry ycre twyſe. 
And in euerye bundrcd and ſrauncheſc to choſe. ii. 
conſtables to make the vic we of the ſayd armours 
and weapons: and the foꝛſay de counſtables ſ hall 
pꝛeſente befoze tbe Juſty ces aſſygned ( whban tbey 
come in to tbe cofitre) the defautes of tbe armours 
and wcapons, tbe ſutes of the townes , and of tbe 
waycs: And alſo they ſ ball pꝛeſent ſuche as lodge 
ſtrangers in vplandyſſhe towncs, ſoꝛ whom they 
wyll nat anſwere.
